Payment for Doctor Bills 

“Medicare beneficiaries 
whose physicians prefer to bill 
them directly instead of bill. 
ing medicare will no longer 
have to pay the bill and get 
it receipted before they can 
collect medicare payments, 

Uner the old law, if the 
doctor did not want to sub. 
mit his bill to medicare, a 
medicare beneficiary had to 
pay the bill and get it item. 
ized and recelpted in order 
to claim payment from medi. 
care. Now, beginning Jan. 1, 
1968, all the patient needs to 
send in with his request for 
payment is an itemized bill, 
even if he has not yet paid 
the doctor. If the doctor’s of. 
fice will fill out the bottom 
part of the standard Request 
for Payment form, this will 
serve as the itemized bill, 
More Hospital Days covered 

Beginning Jan, 1, & person 
covered under the hospital 
insurance part of medicare 
will be eligible for 60 addi. 
tional days of care partly paid 
for by medicare. This is a 
‘lifetime reserve’’ that you 
can draw upon if you have used 
up the 90 days in a ‘spell 
of illness ,”’ During these addi. 
tional days, your medicare 
will pay all but $20 a day of 
your covered hospital expen.

Coombs blasts 
tax witholding 


Senator Willlam E, Coombs 
(ReRialto) blasted proposals 
to withhold state income tax 
and cautioned Californians to 
‘look twice’? before assuming 
that any form of withholding 
ls even desirable, let alone 
inevitable, 

Withholding is one of the 
most controversial issues in 
the capitol this session, the 
Senator said, and he has cone 
Sistently opposed it on the 
grounds It would be tantamount 
to an increase in sales tax, 

Coombs pointed out that in 
the past, whenever tax has 
been withheld, employees have 
demanded a raise to make up 
the loss in take home pay, 
‘*The employer adds the ralse 
to his cost,’ he said, ‘and 
boosts prices to cover It, 
This means an increase in 
prices for everyone, regards 
less of ability to pay,’’ 

He took vigorous exception 


to the standard argument for 
withholding which claima that 
enough people move from the 
state each year owlng Income 
tax to cause a huge losa of 
revenue, 


“The figures on the amount 
vary,” he sald, ‘but the mont 
common total we hear is $00 
million a year, Obviously, the 
figure will not stand up under 
scrutiny.” 

Senator Coombs said a taxe 
able income In excess of $5,« 
000 to owe a tax of $100, 
Thus, he said, 900,000 people 
«eibout five percent of the 
populations. would have to 
leave the state each year owe 
ing an average of $100 Inpere 
sonal income tax for these 
figures to stand up. 


He said other arguments 
for withholding “hold no more 
water than the lost revenue 
claim,’'

I beleive that these young 
people and thier parents and 
enough public ~ spirited and 
concerned citizens should get 
together for concerted action, 
What is needed ~ urgently 
needed, it seems to me - is 
a Youth Center .. a central.

BAIL AWAITING TRIAL 


The U. S. Constitution guar- 
antees that an arrested person 
can post reasonable bail while 
awaiting trial. The bail makes 
sure that an 
accused per- 
son will ap- 
pearatthe 
time set for 
his trial and 
not skip the 
country 

For example, 


a policeman 
arrested Jones for drunk driv- 
ing, took him to the police sta- 


tion, and booked and finger- 
printed him. Jones may have a 


defense to this charge. The 
court could find him “not 
guilty” or dismiss his case. But 


until a court finds him guilty 
the law presumes him to be in- 
nocent, and cannot punish or 
fine him 

To get a chance to prepare 
his defense, he can post bail 
and be free for the time he- 


tween arrest and trial. He has 
time to choose his lawyer, 
gather evidence, and locate 


witnesses. Should an accused 
person have to stay in jail, he 
would have difficulty arrang- 
ing these things to help him- 
self 

For many minor offenses the 
courts have a bail schedule 
The accused may post the bail 
fixed for his offense and go 
free until his trial. In more se- 
rious offenses the judge 
the bail 

If an accused person has 
“roots” in the community—a 
family, a home, a job—he may 
go free without bail “on his 
own recognizance,” on the basis 
of his record. It is hikely that 
he will stay and face trial

The amount of bail set may 
be more or less as circumstanc- 
es dictate.

can ask the court to reduce it;

The lightweight closed 
circuit camera can be 
hand held, or transported 
in a helicopter, airplane 
or vehicle, The unitcon- 
sists of a General Elec- 
tric Model 500 TV cam- 
era and portable tripack 
PT-3A~A unit, Consisting 
of a videotape recording 
unit which produces a tape 
similar to any conven- 
tional tape recorder, 

On the ground, the tape 
is fed into a monitor and 
a picture is producedona 
standard TV set. 

The new camera also 
can be adapted to record 
infra-red images, Chief 
Klinger said, 

“Infra-red is heat sen- 
sitive andcan ‘see’ throu- 
gh heavy smoke to the fire 
or heat _souce,” said the 
Chief. “A helicopter go- 
ing over a large, smokey 
fire still could record the 
fire line through the thick 
smoke,” 

Firemen trained in in- 
fra-red imagery canread 
the TV picture andtrans- 
late it into meaningful ine 
formation, The image 
produced on the screen 
is similar to the “pic- 
ture” made by a radar 
scanner,

sely with the United States 
Forest Service in infra- 
red imagery and inter- 
pretation,” said Chief Ki- 
inger, “There are many 
applications in the fu-

The infra-red system 
could be used to locate 
the “heart” of a fire with- 
in a dark, smoke-filled 
warehouse 
ucture where it was not 
considered safe to send 
in men even equipped with 
breathing apparatus. 


Under the direction of 
the department's equip- 
ment development officer 
Battalion Chief Frank 
Hamp, a portable gener- 
ator was obtained which 
produces the necessary 
constant cycle current 
needed to get useable TV 
tapes. 

Presently, the Depart- 
ment is using the TV unit 
to record sessions at its 
Training Center, 

“We can tape an entire 
training evolution and the 
new man can see for him- 
self how well or how bad- 
ly he is _ doing,” said the 
Chief. “It also gives the 
training officers an ex 
ellent review of a man’s 
progress through train- 
ing. 

With the tape feature 
of our system, we act- 
ually can make our own 
training ‘films’ at afrac-

“We can also visualize 
the day when pictures 
from the scene of a major 
emergency are flashed 
back to headquarters by 
closed circuit televis- 
ion” explained Klinger, 

“Special problems, 
such as fires in danger- 
ous materials or unusual 
rescue incidents, could be 
beamed to a team of spec- 
ialists in headquarters 
and they could give advice 
over the radio to the men 
at the scene,” 

At a major fire itis im- 
possible for the officer in 
charge to be on all sides 
at once. Small TV cam- 
eras mounted on all fire 
apparatus could conceiv- 
ably beam pictures from 
all areas to his car or his 
command post, 

“We make every effort 
to utilize new develop- 
ments in science and en- 
gineering in combating fi- 
res,” said Chief Klinger,

Here’s a word of ad- 
vice from the Internal Re- 
venue Service; After you 
prepare your 1967 Feder- 
al income tax return, itis 
a good idea to set it as- 
ide for a day or so and 
then give it a thorough 
review before you mail 
it. 


District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue FS, Sch- 
midt said that California 
taxpayers who heed this 
advice often find omitted 
income or deductions, or 
errors in arithmetic. A 
review of the return may 
disclose that the taxpay~- 
er failed to provide his 
address and zip code, om- 
itted hie social security 
number or listed it incor- 
rectly, did not attach all 
copies of Form W-2, or 
forgot to sign the return.
